“If we released such information, 
no one connected to the case would 
speak to us again. We would lose all 
our sources.” 

Riddel also refused to let the; 
Progress have access to a tape 
recording of a conversation between • 
KSith Nation and Leo Lane, two 
4qlirces used by the Progress in a 
ggries of stories linking Romano to, 
the Bolles slaying. Romano’s law-' 
suit contends the stories were 
libelous. 

Romano has admitted in court 
testimony that he spent eight years - 
as an enforcer for organized crime, 
but he said he was not involved in 
the Bolles slaying.

Dear Judge Webster: 


This is a request for reports and other documents believed 
to be in the custody and control 'of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation. 

This office is involved in the investigation of the murder of 
Arizona Republic newspaper reporter Don Bolles who, as you may 
recall, was killed in June 1976 by a bomb which was placed 
under his vehicle. This has been an extensive, ongoing 
investigation which my office has been coordinating for quite 
some time. We have been following up every possible lead in 
this heinous crime, and it is necessary that we gather, review, 
and analyze any information regarding the case which comes to 
our attention. 

One of those leads requires us to review any information 
relating to the Don Bolles homicide which may be in the files 
of the Federal Bureau of Investigation.
